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PRESIDENT AWAITS THE 
OUTCOME CHEERFULLY 


Rises Before 8 O’Clock and In- 
quires About the States That 
Are in Doubt. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Nov. 9.— 
President Wilson got up shortly before 
& o’clock this morning to hear again 
that the outcome of Tuesday's election 
was not yet certain. He read the morn- 
ing newspapers before breakfast and 


planned to take an automobile ride later. 


Mr. Wiisdén's first question had to do 
with California, Minnesota, New Mex- 
ico and North Dakota, the states on 
which he was told before going to bed 
last night the result largely hinged. 
He was informed that definite word 
had been received from none of those 
states, : 

It was taken for granted among of- 
ficials here that there will be recounts 
in several of the very close states and 
it is belleved that weeks may pass be- 
fore questions involved are settled.

An advance in intrastate fares, he 
pointed out, cannot be made without a 
repeal or a test of the Illinois 2-cent- 
fare law, which was passed by the II- 
nois Legislature in 1914. 

The commission, in its decision, held 
that any adjustment of fares as be- 
tween St. Louis and Illinois destinations, 
or generally within Illinois, which would 
permit the defeat of lawfully estab- 
lished fares through the purchase of 
tlekets upon combination fares lower in 
the aggregate than those lawfully estab- 

ed, will continue the undue preju- 
dite to St. Louis and continue the - 
legal burden on interstate commerce.

German Newspaper Tells of Re- 
pulsing British Onslaught 
in Fierce Battle.

| “BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Nov. 

9.— A day of death in France,” Nov. 
5 is thus characterized by the war cor- 
respondent of the Berliner Tageblatt. 
according to the Overseas News Agency, 
which quotes from the article as fol- 
lows: 

“Again the British shortened their 
sector, but even on the shortened front 
the British were forced to engage a di- 
vision of minor value, which was sent 
against positions that could not be 
reached by picked men even at the cost 
of destruction. 

“On this day also an attack \near 
Gueudecourt could not be launched in 
consequence of the German curtain of 
fire which held the troops in the 
trenches and swept the ground where 
assemblies were taking place with 
ghastly certainty. 

“The French finally were able to ce- 
velop attacks at certain places.  Evi- 
dently in order to animate the courage 
of the men in the trenches, rather than 
from confidence that the attempt to 
break through would succeed, the ene- 
my had gathered behind the front cav- 
alry and field guns, which, it was in- 
tended, were to cross the destroyed 
trenches of the opposing forces and roll 
up from where the breach was made the 
German front north and south. 

“This great thrust resulted in a great 
day of death for the storming coiumns. 
They entered the German trenches cnly 
to the northeast and southeast of Call- 
ly, where they were defeated in san- 
guinary hand-to-hand fighting, while 
other storming columns in complete dis- 
order fell back to their own trenches.

NORWAY REPLIES TO PROTEST 
ON RULE AGAINST U-BOATS 


CHRISTIANIA, via London, Nov. 9. 
—The Norwegian note replying to 
the German protest against the U- 
boat ordinance of Oct. 13, was today 
delivered to the German Ambassador 
here. 

The controversy between Norway 
and Germany over the submarine 
question reached an acute stage with 
the passage of the ordinance of Oct. 
13 by King Haakon’s Government. By 
this ordinance submarines of bellig- 
erent Powers were forbidden to tra- 
verse, Norwegian waters, except in 
cases Ft emergency. In the latter in- 
stance they were directed to remain 
upon the surface and fly their na- 
tional flag. Mercantile submarines 
were also ordered to remain on the 
surface and display their country’s 
colors. 

The ordinance provoked strong 
feeling in Germany and Dr. Alfred 
Zimmermann, the German Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, was 
quoted in a Copenhagen paper as 
saying that the German note of pro- 
test would be a serious one, and that 
Germany would not calmly submit 
to the action of the Norwegian Gey- 
ernment.

' KANSAS CITY, Nov. 9.—The major- 
ity of 3411 for prohibition in Kansas 
City and Jackson County at the elec- 
tion on Tuesday has encouraged the 
dry advocates so that they are serious- 
ly considering the advisability of ask- 
ing for an election within the next few 

months on local option, 

The -agitation for local option had 
its start late on Tuesday night when 
a number of leaders in the dry move» 
ment held an informal conference with 
Republican and Democratic politicians | 
who had rendered assistance to the 
drys. While the politicians did not 
promise support in such a move they 
did not altogether discourage it, and 
indirectly offered encouragement, pro- 
vided any substantial sentiment devel- 
oped.

Protest to Be Made to Neutral 
Governments Against Depor- 
tation of Citizens. 


“SENT TO VERDUN FRONT” 


Announcement Declares Men 
Were Loaded in Open Cars 
Like Cattle. 


HAVRE, Nov. 9.—The Belgian Gov- 
ernment has decided to protest to 
neutral governments against the de- 
portation of Belgians and their al- 
leged employment at forced labor in 
German factories and in military 
work at Verdun. The documentary 
bureau of the Belgian Minister of 
War, in making this announcement, 
says the Government has information 
that 16,000 Belgian men and a num- 
ber of French civilians forcibly were 
taken between Oct. 15 and 24 from 
various parts of Belgium, the two 
Flanders and the regions of Tourna! 
and Mons. 

“These unfortunates,” the note 
says, “were crowded in open cars, 
exposed to inclement weather and 
sent like cattle to various destina- 
tions, certain of them to Germany and 
others to thé Verdun front. There 
can be no doubt that most of them 
will be employed on work of a mili- 
tary character. The Belgian Govern- 
ment has decided to protest solemnly 
to neutral countries against this par- 
ticularly abominable violation of 


article 3 of The Hague convention.” 
Statement by Baron Beyers. 


Baron Beyens, Belgian Foreign Min- 
ister, in a statement says: 

The German Government is round- 
ing up in large numbers in the towns 
end villages of occupied Belgium such 
as Alost, Ghent, Bruges, Coutrai and 
Mons—to name only the first to be vic- 
tims of the measure—all men fit to bear 
arms, rich and poor, irrespective of 
class, whether employed or unemployed. 
Hunchbacks, cripples and one-armed 
men alone are excepted. These men are 
torn in thousands from their families, 
14,000 from Flanders alone are sent God 
kuows where, whole trainloads are seen 
going east and south. 

“The German authorities seek these 
deportations by pretending that it is 
the duty of the oceup¥ing ' power. to 
make, in accordance with The Hague 
convention,ethe necessary regulations to 
establish public order and public life. 
They affirm that the unemployed must 
not fall a charge upon public charities 
and that work whereupon they are em- 
ployed has nothing to do with the war. 
Those who are really responsible for the 
stagnation and decay of Belgian indus- 
try are, according to the Germans, 
workmen who prefer to live on charity 
rather than on the proceeds of labor 
and England, which prohibited the im- 
portation of raw materials into Bel- 
gium. 

Is it necessary to answer that there 
would be no lack of work in Belgium 
if the Germans had not ‘made a clean 
sweep of raw materials, copper and oil, 
in the factories—fr they had not requi- 
sitioned in masses machinery, parts of 
machinery and machine tools. If finally 
they had net placed prohibitive charges 
on metal goods exported to Holland, in 
order to keep them out of. the market— 
the only one remaining open as a com- 
petitor for German industry? Is is nec- 
essary to add that industries cited by 


rand and Washington 


the Germans as having no connection 
with the war, such as guarries and lime 
kilns, furnish the German army with 
materials for concrete wherewith to for- 
tify and consolidate trenches? 

Plea Againat Deportation, 

“If they desire to use the arms of our 
workmen to repair and maintain roads 
would it be necessary to deport them 
like cattle, instead of employing them in 
the neighborhood of their homes and 
families? The truth is that Germany 
by these corrallings of Belgians intends 
to liberate an equal number of German 
workmen to fill the gaps in the rezi- 
ments of their armies. The Belgian
